' to Jromote immigration to that State :

An Act for the Encouragement and Protection
of Ewropean Immigration, and for the Ap-
pointment of @ Commissioner and Agents,
and for other purposes therein expressed.

I. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of

in General Assembly, and by the authority of
the same, That for the pnrlgnsa of encouraging,
premoting and protecting KEuropean Immigra-
tion to and in this State, the sum of ten thou-
sand dollars be  appropriated from the contin-
gent fund, to be expended under the direction
of the Governor for the purposes and in the
manner hereinafter provided. :

II. That the Governor, by and with the ad-
vice and consent of the Senate, shall appoiat a
Commissioner of Immigration, who shall open
an office in the fire-proof building in Charleston,
to perform such duties ss may appertain to his
office, and shall be paid for his services the sal-
ary of fifteen bundred dollars per annum out of
the fund aforesaid, in quarterly payments.

III. That it shall be ihe duty of said Com-
missioder of Immigration to advertise in all the
gazettes of the State for lands for sale; to cause
such lagds, after having been duly laid off, plat-
ted and described, at the expense of the owner
or owners of said lands, to be apprdised by three
disiaterested persons, and their titles to be ex-
amined by the Attorney-General or Solicitors of
the State, and endorsed by them, as the case may
be; to open a book or books for the registry of
the same, together with the price demanded
and the conditions of paymeant. ‘And 1o case
such lands be selected by any Iwmmigrant, to
superiotend the transfer of title and other ne-
cessary instruments and proceeding of convey-
ance.

1V. That the said Commissioner shall peri-
odically publish, advertise and cause to be dis-
tributed io the Northern and European poits
and States, descriptive lists of such lands as
have been registered and offered for sale, to-
gether with this Act, and a statement of such
advantages, as this State offers in soil, climate,
productions, social improvements, ete., to the
industrious, orderly and frugal Immigrant.

V. That the Governor shall also appoint one
or more ageunts for the purposes aforesaid, with
such salaries or compensations, as he shall de-
termine or hercinafter may be provided for, the
Commissioner of Tmmigration to prescribe the
duties of such agents, and to designate their
point or points of operation,

V1. That the said Commssioner shall be
gpecially eharged with the protection of the lm-
migrant, in the proper selection of their lands;
in the procurement of their transportion, in the
guarding of them against fraud, chicanery and
peculation; in their temporary location in pro- |
per and reasonable places of board and lodging
on their arrival; and in making all-such regula-
tions and provisions as may be in any maoner
vecessary or conducive to their welfare. And
all officers of the State are hereby required and
commanded to aid and assist him io the objcets
aforesuid, wherever requested.

VII. That the Commissioner shall keep a
separate book, wherein be shall register dll ap-
plications from citizens free of charge, for Im-
migrant artizans, mcehanics, farmers, or male
or female help of any kind, together with the
kind of service demanded and the compensation
offered; and another book, whereis he shall re-
cord the names, crafts and qualifications of Im-
migrants that are looking for employment; and
he shall make memoranda of such contracts as
shall be made in cousequence hereof

VIII. That the said Commissioner of Immi-
gration do make a report of his proceedings at
the annual session of the General Assembly,
and as often as the Exccative shall require.

IX. That all the expenses contemplated or
which may be occasioned by this Act, shall be
met by the appropriation directed in the-first
Section, and shall not in any way create a claim

againgt the State beyond such appropriation.

1ISTORY OF A BLOODY ' FAMILY
. FEUD IN TENNESBER.' '
““The following letter gives the singular histo-
1y and tragic conclusion of one of those bloody
family fends which are common in the States of
Kentucky aod Teonessee, but rarely heard of
elsewhere in this dountry: * - -

“To you who live among the restraints and
mltdbluhe' :&mﬂt,dﬁ“d Jaws that mipister

¢ remedies and redresses that sre expected
w'm;"tlm rude customs pf u'ulingﬂan'neh,
avengiog insplts and fiflicting lili‘llh“h,
still in vogue throughout the further limits of
our State and adjoining States, read like the
imaginings of a second-rate novelist, or the ob-
solete customs of a frontier semi-civilization.
But bere the law in practice principally deals
with civil matters. Actions for minor matters
of assault or slander are rare. A blow begets a
blow; an insult a chestisement; por would pub-
lic sentiment sustain him who rushed to the re-
fuge of a court to obtain damages put upon his
courage or his honor, when the general opinion
is that both should resi in the keeping and vin-
dication of the man himself. The war bas left
many feuds that will be settied ia this summary
wuy; por does the hand of authority, in our
outer limits, often take hold of him who re-
dresses his own injuries, when the provocation
was obviously great, and the burdea of merit
resting upon the party that squares his own ac-
counts and takes the tisks. Not a few aoimosi-
ties ante-date the war, which was but a tempo-
rary cessation to their opportunity for redress;
and now that strife is ended, they come again
with added hereditary rancor, and will write
themselves i many a tale of blood.”

The most striking instance that tallies with
the preceding statements bas just come to my
notice from the details of the simultaneous kill-
ing by each other of Randall Rogers and Robert
Johnstone, on the 5th of January, at Elizabeth-
town, Carter county, in this State, at the june-
tion of the Watauga and Dee rivers, in the iron
region.

They met in the one tavern of the place, and
after some words, went out in the street, where
they drew revolvers and commenced firing at
each other, at the distance of about ten paces.
But three shots were fired bf each. The first
from Rogers grazed the shoulder of his adversa-
ry, whose ball wounded the pistol-arm of his
antagounist, despite which he continued firing,
receiving a ball in the thigh, and lastly in the
neck, from Johnstone, whom he shot the third.
time, with fatal effect, in the abdomen, thus
each, lying side by side, dying within a few
minutes of each other.

The beginning of this tragedy dates twenty-
one years back, In October, 1816, Thomas
Johnstone and his two sons, James and Henry,
came from Randolph county, North ('arolina,
and settled near Elizabethtown as small farmers,
doing their own work, and trusting more to the
resources of the soil than to the reported stories
of iron ore, which report. then was but faintly
attributed to the locality, but which labor has
since proved richly true. They were quiet, in-
dustrious people, and drew but little notice other
than the praise their industry won from those
among whom they lived.  Another family, of
larger wealth, Rogers by name, the father of
whom was a Justice of the Peace, lived hard
by, and one morning the elder Johnstoue be-
came involved with him ic a quarrel about the
possession of some rails, the timber of which
Rogers insisted had been cut from his land,
which the latter denied. “Liar and thief” from
Rogers induced a sound chastisement of bim
from thé three Johnstones. Ao hour after
Rogers retarned with a rifle and shot the elder
Johnstone through the heart. The custom of
the country and the wealth of Rogers led to
general acquiesence with his course.  Matters
wens on for four years. Meantime the elder of
the Johnstone sons, James, had attained man-
bood, and in November, 1850, shot this same
Squire Rogers through the beart as he was sit-
ting on his front porch one Sunday morning.
Squire Rogers ieft a son, William, the father of
a large family, who let is vengeance slumber on-
ly for opportanity, and four months afterwards
rode to Klizabéthtown, caught Henry Johnstone
at breakfast, and eent a bullet through his brain
before he eould rise from the table.

Soon after this William Rogers was himself
shot early one morniog in the woods by a son
of Henry Jebnstone. Time rolled on, and teu
years passed till 1860, when Henry Johnstone
accidentally encountering the som of William
Rogers in the Courthouse of Carter county,
boasted to him that he had killed his father,
because his own father had been killed by
James. The grandson of Thomas Johnstone at
once set upon young Rogers with a bowie knife,
and ioflicted such severe wounds on bhim that
he died the next morning.

But two survivors now remained, Robert
Johnstone, who had killed William Rogers, and
Randall Rogers, a son of the latter. These en-
tered Confedcrate regiments from this State
